Dear Mr. Flores, 

I write in further response to your Freedom of Information Law (FOIL) request, received April 28, 2017, seeking 
records for 2016 showing (i) the names of Landlords and (ii) amounts paid to Landlords under the "One Shot Deal" 
cash assistance program for tenants; and records for 2016 showing (i) the names of Landlords investigated or referred 
for investigation for any housing or code violations, (ii) the names of Landlords investigated or referred for 
investigation of any violations of fair housing laws, and (iii) the names of Landlords investigated or referred for 
investigation for tenant harassment or violation of civil procedure during any Housing Court actions against tenants. 

Please be advised that "one shot deal" is not a legal term, but is used to refer to rent arrear payments (other than 
Family Eviction Prevention Supplement (FEPS) payments). The total non-FEPS rent arrear payments issued for calendar 
year 2016 was $214,475,602. 

However, the names of landlords receiving such payments is being withheld as releasing it would be an unwarranted 
invasion of their personal privacy, and also a violation of Public Officers Law, Article 6, § 87(2)(b). 

Finally, after a diligent search, no records were found containing the names of landlords investigated or referred for 
investigation for housing or code violations, for violations of fair housing laws, or for tenant harassment or violation of 
civil procedure during a Housing Court action against tenants. (Please note that files pertaining to individual clients 
were not included in this search, as such files and the information contained therein is in fact not subject to release 
under FOIL. See Public Officers Law §87(2) (a); Social Services Law §136. Similarly, files which would be covered by 
attorney-client privilege were not included in this search.)
